Th e tasks disposed of last S at­ 
urday nigh t, 
after 
arduous 
work 
and bitter debate, formed th e por­ 
tion of th e congressional program 
for wh ich peaceful and speedy ac­ 
complish ment h ad been h oped. Vir­ 
tually all obstacles seen a month 
ago as potential causes of an extra 
session of th e next congress in th e 
spring 
rem ain to be tackled.

It is th e senate th at is causing 
leaders to worry as th ey count upon 
th e h ouse to go dowm th e line for 
th e adm inistration. 
Wh ile th e exe­ 
cutiv e branch of gov ernm ent mov ed 
today to put into effect th e expen­ 
ditures 
for

approv ed 
by congress, th e legislativ e leaders 
cast about for m eans of av erting 
a deadlock on th e next steps of th e 
congressional 
program.

Th e Muscle Sh oals deadlock be- 
tw-een th e two h ouses h as not been 
broken alth ough th e gap h as been 
narrow ed considerably, and leaders 
h ope to put th rough an agreement. 
Th e Immediate tasks upon recon­ 
v ening January 5 are; for th e sen 
ate, consideration of th e President's 
six nominees to th e tariff commis­ 
sion.

today. 
Heretofore, th e races h av e been

in 10 cities but only in Clev elilnd, 
Ch icago 
and 
Spokane 
w*ere

conducted at a profit.

arrangem ents

next sev eral races in Clev eland w*as 
announced by Senator Hiram Bing 
h am, president of th e National Aero­ 
nautical Association and by L. W. 
Grev e, 
president 
of

Air 
Races, Inc., of Clev eland. 
Senator Bingh am 
in explaining 
th e arrangem ents, said: “Wh ile oth ­ 
er cities may h av e adv antages in 
certain respects, all of th e ideal re­ 
quirements for h olding th e national 
air races are more effectiv ely com­ 
bined ill Clev eland. 
Th ese include 
such 
im portant 
considerations 
as 
central location in an area of large 
population with demonstrated civ ic 
interest and capacity to h andle th e 
races successfully; 
size, accessibil­ 
ity and status of th e airport: and 
co-Dperation 
of

gov ernment, 
metropolitan

of commerce, h otels, transportation 
agencies and civ ic leaders.”

He said Jam es B. Reynolds, a 
former treasurer of th e republican 
national committee, and now a v ice 
president of th e bank, auth orized 
th e $4 000 loan to Lucas, wh ich w*as 
made on December 3 of th is year— 
more th an a month after th e elec­ 
tion.

probably w*ould not be back until 
after January 2, th e due date of 
th e note.

In New Yo rk newspapers the Patro l­ 
men's Benev o lent Asso ciatio n, Inc., insert­ 
ed a full page 
adv ertisement 
pleading 
with the public fo r co ntinued co nfidence 
in the New Yo rk po lice. 
The public is 
asked no t to gauge the who le fo rce by the 
misco nduct o f a few, less than o ne-fo urth 
o f o ne per cent, the adv ertisement say s. 
Here is an ex tract fro m the adv ertise­ 
ment: 
“ The 
av erage 
patro lman, 
whether 
walking his po st o r regulating traffic o r 
assigned to o ther wo rk, fully appreciates 
the o bligatio ns o f his o ath. 
He is also 
co nscio us o f the fact that in all gro ups o f 
men, whether o rdained to the serv ice o f 
Go d o r selected fo r state o r business pur­ 
po ses, there may be a few who hav e been 
unable ^o resist the temptatio ns o f the 
mo ment. 
But to co ndemn a church o r a 
state o r a business fo r such v io latio ns o f 
trust when there are tho usands o f co n­ 
scientio us indiv iduals carry ing o n tho se 
institutio ns wo uld be unthinkable. 
He 
feels it is equally unthinkable to link 
ev en indirectly by innuendo the tho usands 
o f patro lmen efficiently do ing the city 's 
mo st impo rtant and perilo us wo rk with 
the allegatio n co ncerning a few o f his 
co mrades who are still to hav e their day 
in co urt." 
This is ex trao rdinary . 
Yet, the New 
Yo rk patro lmen are quite right to get to 
the public in this fo rtright manner. The 
adv ertisement is ev idence that the New 
Yo rk public's co nfidence in its po lice has 
been serio usly shaken.

There hav e been glaring fail­ 
ures. The Ro thstein my stery has no t been 
penetrated— at least, it do es no t seem to 
hav e been penetrated. 
The po lice are 
under fire.
